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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue Nix et al.'s "flex circuit 12 does 
not have slits, which are defined in Webster's New Collegiate Dictionary as "a long narrow cut or opening"." (page 9, last 4 lines, Remarks). 
Examiner notes that neither Websters nor the invention explains exactly what must comprise the "opening", such as air, conductive 
material, helium, water, or insulation. Therefore, there are at least two valid interpretations of how Nix et al. do teach slits: 1 ) the slits are 
the openings between the conductive material in the flexible wire (fig. 6a, refer to the separate signal lines above the word "flat"); 2) the slits 
are the longitudinal openings between each section of the spirally wound ribbon (fig. 6, item 12). Applicants argue that "Kimural et al. 
shows spiral winding of an entire flexible board without slits... the section are not spirally wound (page 11, last paragraph, Remarks). 
Examiner notes that fig. 4 clearly shows a spiral winding of the different sections being spirally wound around each other. Just because the 
spiral winding is not as aesthetically pleasing as how Applicants would prefer does not mean that Kimura et al. doesn't teach the sections 
being separately wound. Furthermore, regarding the "slits" aspect, Kimura clearly shows separate sections of a flexible board. Based on 
Applicants' definition of "slits" as argued above, there's clearly an opening in the form of air in between Kimura et al.'s separate sections. 
Thus, Kimura et al. teach "slits" (see fig. 4). 
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
